The points still in dispute 
apparently related to the compensa- 
tion to be given to lower-income 
workers for cuts in cost-of-living in- 
crements, to be implemented at least 
during the first month of the accord. 

The Treasury offered to compen- 
sate workers by lowering income tax 
by five cent. But workers who make 
Jess than the threshhold for income 
tax will not benefit from this step, so 
there is a need to compensate them 
in some other way. 

The meeting was adjourned to 
allow consultations by each side.

NEW DELHI. -A wave of anti-Sikh 
looting, shooting and burning swept 
across India yesterday in reprisal for 
the assassination of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency said that more than 150 
persons were killed and about 1,000 
Injured. 

Security forces were ordered last 
night to shoot arsonists and looters 
on sight in New Delhi and the central 
Madhya Pradesh state town of In- 
dore, it said. 

Gandi, 66, was killed Wednesday 
by two Sikh bodyguards. An indefi- 
nite curfew was clamped on the 
capital, except for the commercial 
centre. 

Curfews were also imposed on

Israel stressing

Isruel would like the coming milit- 
ary talks with Lebanon to be held at 
the high rank of aluf (major- 
general). But Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres and Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin made it cleur vester- 
day. in meetings with senior U.S. 
diplomat Richard Murphy. that 
Israel's main concern is not rank or 
other formalities - but rather the 
substance of the talks. 

Murphy told newsmen he was de- 
lighted “‘at the news that the UN had 
issued invitations for thé mititury 
talks. ta open on Monday at Unifil 
headquarters in Nakuru.” 

The start of these tulks had been 
delayed by a procedural argument 
between Israel and Lebanon over 
whether the talks would be consi- 
dered as sessions of the defunct 
mixed Armistice Commission. 

Israeli policymakers plainly 
shared Murphy's gruatificution -- 
though in the Foreign Ministry there 
was still some wariness over how the 
UN would manage the talks. The

Syria declares support for

The statement of support was 
made over the Lebanese state radio 
yesterday by Syrian Vice-President 
Abdul-Halim Khaddam. who ar- 
rived in Lebanon for talks with 
Lebanese President. Amin Jemayel 
within hours of the UN annourice- 


ment late Wednesday night that the 
talks were to start on Monday. 

Khaddam went on fo stress. 
however, that while “we expressed 
our approval (for the talks) to the 
UN secretary general and the 
Lebanese government, Syria is not 
prepared, whether directly or 1n- 
directly. through or without inter- 
mediaries, to give any guarantees or 
commitments to the Israelis or non- 
Israelis.” 

This was an apparent response to 
reports that Israel is seeking assur-

. undersecretary-general, Aimée met 
privately during the summer with 
key Israeli decisionmakers — and 
presumably with persons of similar 
standing in the Arab capitals.

TEL AVIV (Itim). -- Building con- 
geractor Shalom Ganish. who is 
‘charged with bribing a bank manz- 
ges and smuggling millions of dollars 
out of the country, yesterday told the 
Tel Aviv District Court that he 
wasn't the only Israeli who could be 
found gambling heavily in the casino 
in Monte Carlo in recent years. 
-"“There was a whole group of 
veteran gamblers who played cards 
together in Israel in 1978 whose trips 
to'Monte Carlo were paid for by the 
casino,” Ganish, 40, of Herzliya, 
responded during his cross- 
examination. 

Gasish is charged with bribing the 
manager of the Discount Bank's 
Kirya branch, Aharon Levy (who 

¢.died several months ago). to make it 
easier for Ganish to mn millions of 
dollars and other foreign currency 
through a Patach (foreign resident's 
account) at the bank. The prosecu- 


tion contends that most of the money 
was used for gambiing abroad. 

According to the charge sheet, 
Ganish opened a Patah account in 
1979 at the Kirya branch in the name 
of “straw man” Meyer Cliff, who 
lives in Germany. In return for re- 
novating a flat owned by Levy in Tel 
Aviv, the bank manager facilitated 
transactions involving hundreds of 
thousands of dollars through the 
Patah account, and extended to 
Ganish a $200,000 line of credit 
without adequate collateral. 

Among the various people who 
deposited money into the account 
was former Knesset member Shmuel 
Flatto-Sharon, who recently finished 
serving a three-month sentence for 
election bribery. When shown 12 
checks totalling $308,000 and signed 
by Flatto-Sharon, Ganish told the 
court he didn't know who had depo-

Soviets link CIA 
to Gandhi’s slaying 


MOSCOW. - The Soviet press 
yesterday hinted that the U.S. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency may have 
been invotved in the assassination of 
tadien Prime Minister Indira Gan- 


Reports from Radio Moscow, in 
newspapers and from the official 
news agency Tass condemned the 
assassination of Gandbi and blamed 
it on “India’s opponents abroad.” 
The press also published reports ab- 
out the CIA's alleged invofvement 
with Sikh separatists who advocate 
independence for the Panjab state in 
northwesterm India. 

The suggestion that the CLA may 
bave been involved in the slaying 
also was part of a widespread effort 
by the Soviet press to portray U.S. 
foreign policy as one of “state terror- 
ism” against oatious that do not 
share its policies. 

None of the Soviet reports directly 
accused the CIA of engineering 
Gandhi's assassination. 

But the most strongly worded sug- 
gestion linking the CIA to the 
slaying came from government- 
consoled Radio Moscow in its 

nglish-language news reports. 

“The U.S. simcinictracton has ele- 
vated terrorism to the rank of an 
official policy with regard to a pum- 
ber of sovereign countries,” 
broadcast said. 

“The publication of a CLA- 
Prepared manual on terrorism 
makes it clear Washington is deter- 
mined to get the government of 
Nicaragua toppled, stopping ποῖ 
even at political assassinations. 

“We wish aiso to call attention to 
the escalation of CLA subversive 
activities against India. All these 
actions are integrated in the main- 
stream of U.S. policies aimed at 
destabilizing and overthrowing gov- 
eraments deemed unacceptable to 
Washington,” the report said. 

Soviet President Konstantin Cher-~ 
nenko visited the Indian Embassy in 
Moscow yesterday to express his 
condolences, Tass reported, It said 
he was accompanied by Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko and polit- 
buro member Mikhail Solomentsev. 

The U.S. State Department de- 


scribed as “outrageous and irres- 
ponsible” Soviet suggestions that the 
U.S. might be involved m the assas- 
sination. 

State Department spokesman 
John Hughes told reporters “it is 
disgusting...to suggest that the Un- 
ited States is somebow involved it in 
this extremely tragic development.”

Zia yesterday offered India’s new 
prime minister Rajiv Gandhi his full 
Support in efforts to improve the 
brittle relations between the two 
countries. 

Senior officials in Islamabad said 
Zia had launched a peace offensive 
in the hope that India's new leader 
would be less hostile towards Pakis- 
tan than his mother.

Ministers and movie stars, tea sel- 
lers and tycoons, rickshaw pullers 
and shoe-shine boys paid their emo- 
tional last respects yesterday to a 
small elderly old woman in a pale 
yellow sari, Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. They called her ‘‘Mata 
(Mother).” 

While many sobbed and prayed, 
some spoke of anger, bitterness and 
revenge.

Reagan: Ferraro was picked 
only because she’s female 


WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan launched his final 
drive for re-election yesterday amid 
a tow over his suggestion that the 
Democrats chose Geraldine Ferraro 
as their vice-presidential candidate 
only because of her sex. 

After a two-day break, Reagan 
planned a 10-state campaign tour 
ending in bis home state of Califor- 
nia just before next Tuesday's elec- 
tion. 

Reagan sparked the row by telling 
newspaper editors that the selection 
of a vice-presidential candidate 
“must be based not just purely on 
the sex of the candidate but must be 
based also on the qualifications of 
the candidate.” 

Ferraro immediately challenged 
Reagan to 2 nationally televised de- 
bate to remave “any doubts about 
my substance" which Reagan might 
have. 


In the fast days before the elec- 
tion, she has even played up her sex, 
stressing her historic status as the 
first female vice-presidential candi- 
date for a major party in an attempt 
to attract women voters. 

Mondale said he selected Ferraro 
for her ability and said she was far 
better prepared for her position than 
Reagan was when he was elected 
president. 

“The president and this adminis- 
tration, on the issue of justice and 
respect for womep, Is absolutely 
hopeless," Mondale said, 

Mondale, stumping through Ken- 
tacky, Tennessee and Alabama, 
continued to predict a victory de~ 
Spite polls pointing toward a 
Reagan landslide. 

However, Mondale aides said 
their private polls show the Demo-~ 
cratic nominee 16 to 18 percentage 
points behind Reagan.

American study finds 30% of 


heart attacks go undetected 


BOSTON (AP). — About 30 per cent 
of all heart-attack victims do not 
realize they have suffered one. But 
these quiet seizures are just as likely 
as painful ones to foreshadow se- 
rious health problems, a new study 
concludes. 

“J think we finally convinced 
physicians some years ago that an 
actual heart attack could escape de- 
tection,” said Dr: William B"Kanoel 
of Boston University School of 
Medicine. “"We now have evidence 
that it’s even more common than we 
originally thought it to be.” 

Results of the long-running Fra- 
mingham Heart Study, analyzed by 
Kannel and Dr. Robert D. Abbott. 
showed that more than a quarter of 
heart attacks in men participants and 
about a third in women participants 
were not recognized when they 
occurred. 

The seizures showed up later on 
routine electrocardiogram tests. Ab- 
out half of the victims could not 
remember suffering pain at all. The 
rest had been diagnosed by their own 
doctors as having ulcers. gallstones, 
hiatus hemia or some other non- 
cardiac problem. but at least some of 


those symptoms might have been 
caused by heart attacks. 

The report, published in yester- 
day's New Engiand Journal of Medi- 
cine said the outlook for many of 
these survivors is “rather bleak.~ 
After 10 years, 45 per cent of the 
patients with unreco; d heart 
attacks were dead. compared with 39 
per cent of thase whose attacks were 
diagnosed and treated at the-time. 

“In another report in ‘the publica: 
tion, a team of doctors say they have 
been able to stop -- and. sometimes 
Teverse — the growth of tumours in 

certain terminally ill cancer patients 
the anti-virus drug interferon. 
ey said the drug produced 
ἀταπιαῖς Tesults in many patients 
suffering from low and intermediate 
grades of non-Hodgkin's lymphoma, 
a group of cancers that affect the 
lymph nodes, spleen, bone marrow 
and thymus. It was far jess effective 
in sufferers of the most serious forms 
of the disease. 

Doctors believe interferon, which 
has been tested for about five years, 
is effective against cancer because it 
strengthens the body's immune sys- 
tem. 


Grandmother to wear pink PJs 
to her execution for murder 


RALEIGH, North Carolina (Reu- 
ter). ~ Velma Barfield has chosen a 


pair of grandmotherly cotton 
pyjamas to wear to her execution for 
murder this morning. 


The plump. 52-year-old convicted 
poisoner is due toe become the first 
woman to be executed in the U.S. in 
22 years at 2 a.m. (9 a.m. Israeli 
time). 

Barfieid’s lawyer, James Little, 
said she had asked to die in her own 
comfortable clothes by lethal injec- 
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tion, if ber final appeals for clemency 
fail, 


Little failed earlier in the week to 
win a stay of execution from the 
highest court in North Carolina and 
was pressing pleas for mercy through 
the U.S. Federal Court system. 

Barfield, a mother and grand- 
mother, was convicted six years ago 
of killing her fiance by poisoning his 
beer and iced tea with arsenic. She 
also confessed to killing two elderly 
people and her own mother. 

She says she is now a changed 
person. a “born-again” Christian 
who wants to spend her days coun- 
selling other prisoners. She says 
addiction to medical drugs drove her 
to murder. 

One of nine children who first 
married at 17. Barfield has been 
portrayed as a kindly and religious 
grandmother in magazine articles 

and on television since being seat- 
enced in 1978.

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IF THE ACHIEVEMENTS of the 
United Jewish Appeal are little 
known or belittled in Israel, it is due 
to the fact that neither countries nor 
people like to take help from others. 

So says Stanley Horowitz, the new 
chief professional officer of the 
USA, who has spent his whole work- 
ing life in Jewish communal service 
and who has, since last December, 
headed the Jewish fund-raising orga- 
nization. 

The 51-year-old Horowitz, a'na- 
tive of Cleveland, was given the title 
vleo-cisieszan” bald by ia predcss 
υἱ airman” 
sor, Irving Bernstein. lr the past, the 
president of the UJA was the im- 
mediate past general chairman of the 
organization — an unpaid lay person. 
Horowitz says the title was upgraded 
“to reflect the breadth of responsi- 
bility and activity” of such a pivotal 
post in American Jewish life. It alsa 
corresponds to the title of heads of 
universities and other organizations 
in the fund-raising field. 

What,,does the average Israeli 
know about the UJA? Much less 
than the UJA would like, says Horo- 
witz, adding, however, that the atti- 
tude is much more positive than the 
UJA might have expected. Never- 
theless, be commissioned a Jerv- 
salem research institute to study the 
image of the UJA in Israeli cyes. 
While a report has not yet been 
released, Israelis who appeared at: 
discussions agreed that few appreci- 
ate the extent of its financial, social, 
educational and other contributions. 

“No one likes to see himself in 
need of help,” continues Horowitz,’ 
who was for 18 years head of the 
Jewish community federation in his 
Ohio hometown.

won't need help in his lifetime, 
whether it is to get into a good old 
age home, or to get vocational coun- 
selling or psychological help.” he 
adds.

Horowitz criticizes the negative 
atmosphere in this couatry in which 
Israelis paint everything black. He 
stresses the positive contributions of 
the UJA ~ whose funds have since 
1948 “helped rescue more than 1.8 
million Jews from distressed parts of 
the world and absorbed them into 
Israel; helped establish more than

THE COMPANY is a substantial 
one. active in ship construction and, 
through a subsidiary, in shipping. Its 
general manager is Kées, an old 
schoolfriend, who told me this story. 

In 1946. the Company employed 
some 500 at their headquarters. In 
conformity with Dutch custom, cof- 
fee or tea was served around 11 a.m. 
and again in the afternoon, complete 
with a dry biscuit. The Dutch being a 
frugal, not to say a parsimonious, 
people, the recipient paid. Em- 
ployees purchased a booklet of 25 
coupons from the “canteen.” each 
valid for one cup of coffee/tea plus a 
biscuit. The charge was minimal. 

Ladies known as ‘tea fairies’ trun- 
dled their tea trolleys from office to 
office. dispensing their wares and 
collecting the coupons, which were 
then routed via the canteen (a little 
cubby-hole at the end of the corri- 
dor) τὸ Accounts. The coupon col- 
lection turned what was basically 2 
‘pouring ‘operation™ into a fransac- 
fon, with attending banter and con- 
versational jocularities. 

Since the staff considered the 
supply of refreshments a commercial 
transaction. they felt free to order as 
many cups as they wished at all times 
during working hours. These multi- 
ple coffee breaks were obviously not 
conducive to the construction of 


ships. 


THIS COMPANY'S directorate, 
being efficiency minded, retained 
the famous firm of Alfred D. Little 
to monitor the firm's performance, 
pass judgement and suggest money- 
saving modifications and innova- 
tions. One of those inspections 
occurred during the Lieftinck Price- 
and-Wage-freeze. τ 
“Do you know what each cup of 
tea costs the firm?” the εἰπεῖ 
controller asked Kees, who had re- 
plied that he was aware that the 
Payment was only a symbolic one 
and that the acutal cost might well be 


twice the amount. “Twice?”, the 
controller said, “I have news for 
you. Eight times is more like it.” 

There and then Kees took a deci- 
sion, and instructed the con- 
cerned that from then on there 
would be one refreshment in the 
morning and one in the afternoon, 
free of charge. No service at other 
times. A notice to that effect was 
posted on the bulletin board, and 
everyone was happy. 

That is, everyone but the inspec- 
tor from the Price and Wage Reg- 
ulating Board who, having seen the 
notice, asked whether the company 
had obtained permission to make the 
change. Kees replied that this was an 
‘internal matter.’ 

The inspector said ‘you are in 
contravention,” and he read Kees 
the regulations which stipulated that 
wages. as well as fringe benefits. 
could neither be raised nor lowered 
without written permission from the 
relevant authorities. 

Among the long list of possible 
fringe benefits was an item “Re- 
freshments during working hours.” 
Kees explained that the measure was 
part of an efficiency drive and might 
reduce canteen personnel. 

“Has anyone been dismissed as a 
result of these innovations? 

Kees answered in the negative, 
and the inspector pointed out that 
any dismissals also had to be 
approved. ; 

“I sball report the contravention 
to my superiors. You will be hearing 
from us." 

“T'll tell you one thing. We are not 
going back to the old coupon sys- 
tem,” Kees said defiantly. 

Three weeks later there was a 
hearing and the company, pleading 
guilty, was fined the equivalent of 
$15,000. The board recommended 
that in this instance “permission be 


‘anted to serve free cf charge re-- 


ments, to wit coffee or tea plus 
dry biscuit, twice daily during work- 


ing hours.” The union representa- 
tive on the board commended the 
company for its generous and huma- 
nitarian attitude towards the work- 
force. 

After the hearing the inspector 
assured Kees, who had attended for 
a lark, that there was nothing per- 
sonal about the prosecution. “You 
see, sir.” he had said “it starts with 
cups of coffee and only the Lord 
knows where it may end.” 

Tt being a cold day Kees invited 
him for a refreshment in the coffee- 
house next door. But the inspector 
declined. 

“It might be misinterpreted.” he 
said, “After all, J am a public ser- 
vant.” 


THE POST-WAR CRISIS in Hol- 
land was trivial compared with our 
self-inflicted economic and financial 
chaos. But'the Dutch were willing to 
shelve party and personal interests 
for the sake of survival. 

In Israel, three months after the 
elections, we have as yet no oper- 
ational povernment, nor an overall 
economic plan, let alone solutions. 
Our parliamentarians are too busy 
jockeying for cosy seats as near as 
possible to the national till. That this 
till is virtually empty seems to be of 
no immediate concern. 

Whatever plan is ultimately 
selected it will have to include a 
wage-and-price restraint if not an 
outright freeze or even a rolHback. In 
order for such a plan to have a 
chance. it must be closely monitored 
and rigorously enforced. 

Given the previous governments’ 
dismal record in the field of law 
enforcement, Mr. Kessar listens to 
Moda’i’s assuaging words with a 
jaundiced ear. And who is to blame 
him? The new dispensation is bound 
to include currency control (in 
Lilienblum Street they are already 
putting the champagne on ice). 
Young educated and energetic 
Israelis will head for the hills, while 
rationing of whatever commodity 
will bring colour to the sallow cheeks 
of those active in the black market. 
For, as we all know, the present 
government has neither the will nor 
the enforcement apparat to make the 
plan, any plan, work. 

You see, Professor Lieftinck had 
one thing our present government 
totally lacks: credibility. I for one, 
will believe Mr. Moda’i’s pious 
assurances as the saying goes “when 
pigs. can fly.”

This is 
where the biblical story really be- 
gins. All that we have read until now 
were merely broad strokes of pre- 
historic episodes, setting the stage

, CMracter. Even when we get to 


Agraham, the hero whom we are 
ΓΙῸ to accompany from now on in 
it detail, we are kept almost in 
tig dark as to the first 75 years of his 
lite. There is a brief reference 
(11:31) to Abraham's family, 
headed by his father Terab, taking a 
journey to the land of Canaan, but 
never making it, as they get stuck in 
Haran. Are they the first noshrim, as 
the drop-outs en route to Israel are 
called now? The real, detailed story 
ofthe Bible, however. does not start 
ΠῚ the call addressed direct to 
Abraham: leave your country, your 
family, your home, and go to a land 
yét unknown, which is destined to 
play a centra! role in the drama to be 
acted out between God and Israel. 
This has been noted by many 
biblical commentators. One of 
}» Prof. Andre Neher, draws our 
atention to the fact that the Hebrew 
le also closes 1.500 years later on 
same note of going up to the 
Pgomised Land (ἢ Chron. 36:23). For 
the people of Israel, the immanence 
of God in this world is inextricably 
linked with the Land. The call 
addressed to Abraham to go to the, 
Land is so meaningful that anything 
which happened in his life up to this 
point (and on which Jewish Mid- 
rashim and the Koran elaborate) is 
totally ignored. This juncture is of 
fandamental significance in the en- 
tire biblical story. 
jin the words of one of the most 
renowned modern Bible scholars, 
E-A. Speiser: “The story com- 
roences with one individual, and ex- 
tends gradually to his family, then to 
8 people, and later still to a nation. 
Yet, it is not to be the tale of 
individuals or a family or a people as 
such, Rather, itis to be the story of a 
society in quest of an ideal. Abra-

bam's call, in short, marks the very 


- beginning of the biblical process.” 


Speiser goes on to comment 


‘(Anchor Bible, Genesis, p. 88) that 


“Abraham's journey to the Prom- 
ised Land was thus πὸ routine ex- 
pedition of several hundred miles. 
Instead, it was the start of an epic 
voyage in search of spiritual truth, a 
quest that was to constitute the cen- 
tral theme of all! biblical history.” 

‘What has to be emphasized here is 
that although this was "a voyage in 
search of spiritual truth,” it was 
never seen tat least in Jewish tradi- 
tion) as a journey only in the spir- 
itual sense, but rather as a very 
down-to-earth attachment to an 
actual land. 

God did not tell Abraham from 
the start which land he was to go to. 
How. then, did Abraham know that 
he had reached his destination? 

Rabbi Levi, a third century rabbi. 
gives us the answer in Midrash Rab- 
ba (39:8): 

“When Abraham was travelling 
through Aram Naharaim and Aram 


, Nabor, be saw their inhabitants eat- 


ing and ery saa ravelling. ‘May 
wy portion not country,” he 
exclaimed. But when he reached the 
promontory of Tyre and saw them 
engaged in weeding and hoeing at 
the proper season, he exclaimed, 
‘would that my portion might be in 
this country!" Said the Holy One, 
blessed be He, to him (Gen. 15:18): 
‘Unto thy seed have I given this 
Jand.“” 

Ever since then, “this land” has 
remained for the people of Israel, 
been tied with equal intensity, to 


both the spiritual and the earthly 
dimensicns. 


ACCORDING TO most Jewish au- 
thorities, the call τὸ Abraham to go 
to the land is still valid today and is 
addressed to every Jew as a religious 
commandment. Newcomers to the 
Land of Israel must face the reality 
of day-to-day living. and not “spir- 
itualize™ it into a mystical Promised 
Land iying somewhere beyond bu- 
man reach. 

Abraham had to undergo. as his 
descendants do today. all the havlei 
klita, the absorption pangs. of a 
new oleh. Not without justification is 
his aliya to the land considered the 
first of the 10 trials he had to endure 
in order to be qualified to become 
the founder of the people of God. A 
trial it was. not only because of the 
hardships of the journey itself (had 
he travelled the same route today. he 
would have needed no fewer than 
five visas: Turkish. Syrian. 
Lebanese, Jordanian and Israeli, in- 
volving countless encounters with 
usually unfriendly and mostly ineffi- 
cient bureaucrats). but also because 
of the adjustment he had to make to 
living conditions in the country. 
which were so different from those 
to which he was accustomed in his 
“eld country." 

Contrary to the traditional por~ 
trayal of the patriarch Abraham as a 
sheep-breeding nomad, recent 
archeological discoveries in Ur of 
the Chaldees, the city Abraham 
came from, give us a completely 
different picture of the country and 
the parental home he was command- 


ed to leave. At the beginuing of the 
second millennium BCE. it is now 
established. Ur was “a powerful. 
prosperous. colourful and busy 
capital city.” It was from this centre 
of pagan culture that Abraham was 
to cut himself off in order to establish 
the new model society in the Land of 
Promise. 

If Terah. who was, as we know. a 
manufacturer of idols. was 2 typical 
patrician homeowner in Ur. his 
house must have fitted the following 
description by a biblical archeolog- 
ist: 


“A large. two storey villa with 13 
or 14 rooms. The lower flat was 
solidly built of bumed brick: the 
upper flat. of mud brick.

It meant aban- 
doning the unlimited opportunities 
of cultural life in the big city, having 
to spend hours at an ulpan. and on 
top of it all becoming involved in the 
complicated religious life of the 
country. 

Going to the Promised Land was 
certainly no pleasure-trip for Abra- 
ham. but we may assume that he 
took it in stride and did not complain 
too much. being aware that he had 
“to move away from the house of his 
father in order to get to the house of 
his father in heaven, which could be 
reached only in the Land of Israel.” 
(Midrash, Tora Shlema 12:35).

But one continues 
τὸ hear stories from returning 
Israelis about $10 hotel rooms in 
Nice or a dinner for two in Florence 
that came to $12. 

Despite all this, tourism circles are 
convinced that it should be possible 
to double the number of tourists 
visiting Israel by investing more 
fitads in marketing abroad. Herzi 
Shalem, president of the Travel 
Agents Association, notes that both, 
the hotels and the infrastructure 
could absorb another million tour- 
ists. bringing the state another $1 
billion in added value when it de- 
sparately needs foreign currency. 

It was, therefore, rather startling 
to learn, just a few weeks ago, that 
thie Tourism Ministry budget for 
advertising in the U.S. bad run ont 
for this fiscal year. Ephraim Dinur, 
héad of tourism promotion for the 


ministry, explained that nis depart- 

ment had, in fact, spent the funds 

allocated for this purpose and was 

now waiting for Treasury approval 
for fands to be spent in the U.S. this 
winter on encouraging Americans to 
yisit Israel next summer. 

Dimur says that experience has 
shown that pti such advertising i is 
increased, so is the number of visi- 
tors. A recent cam , he said, 
brought an additional ΤῊΣ Amer- 
icans. According to the estimate that 
each such tourist spends $800 here,

jut not all money wertising 
is utilized. The funds allocated by 
the government to match a 
campaigns conducted by the private 
sector are hardly touched. Shalem 
says that these funds are so bound up 
‘with red tape, it is hardly worthwhile 
trying to take advantage of them. 

Diour points out that the Amer- 
ican market is especiatly jucrative in 
comparison with the European. 
Tourists from Europe are given dis- 
counts by their travel agencies and 
airlines to compensate for the lo- 
wered value of their currencies due 
to recent fluctuations of the world 
money market.

‘was part of a surge of rioting. arson 
and looting by mobs of Hindus in 
nearly a dozen northern indian 
cities. The mobs burned Sikh-owned 
businesses. cars and buses, and beat 
any Sikh men found in the open. 

Several hundred members of the 
huge crowd stoned a group of Sikhs 


who attempted to pay their last re- 
spect to the prime minister. Some 
shouted: ‘Sikhs should be des- 
troyed™ as they chased the group of 
15-20 Sikhs away. 


The viewing of Gandhi's body 


began at 7 a.m. (3:30 a.m. Israel 
time) yesterday. and was to continue 
for 24 hours, Peasants and villagers 
from outlying areas streamed into 
New Delhi to join citizens of the 
nation's capital in final homage to 
Gandhi. A million or more people 
were expected to view their falien 
leader before her cremation tamor- 
row.(Related stories -- page 4).

But the Finance Ministry could 
pot congratulate itself for the re- 
venue side of the balance sheet. Tax 
collection slipped to [$272.8b. Last 
month, 25 per cent less than the 
same month last vear and 3 per cent 
less than September 1984. 

The ministry noted thar for the 
second month in a row the in 

revenue reflected the slowdown in 

economic activity. which greatly re- 
duced its income from customs and 
value added tax. 

Another factor that contributed to 
a lower revenue was the ban on 
imports of luxury goods, since most 
of them are heavily taxed. Income 


from levies on imports was 46 per 
cent less in real terms than in Octo- 
ber 1983 and totalled some IS30b. 
Income tax authorities collected 
some IS148b. last month, some 19.5 
per cent less than in October 1983.

ALMOST EXACTLY a year ago. 
98-year-old Samuel Borden of Jeru- 
salem made a 15606,024 contribu- 
tion to the ‘Forsake ‘Me Not’ cam- 
paign for the Aged with the stipula- 
tion that it be used for a Jerusalem 
based project.

to take care of bis own needs. 

A staunch Zionist, he first came to 
this country from America in 1927. 
He was a personal friend of many of 
the Labour leaders whose memoriés 
are today perpetuated in street 
names across the country. He finally 
came to settle in 1968 and became 
active im the Histadrut Pensioners 
“Clab. i and keenly in- 
terested in other people, he brought 
@ young spirit to the club, even 
though he was its oldest member. 

Some of his fellow retirees, unlike 
Borden, were ignored by their chil- 
dren and grandchildren. It was wit- 
nessing this neglect and.the effect 
that it had on people who had sacri- 
ficed to give their off-spring oppor- 
tanities which they themselves had 
been denied, which ted him to 
make a handsome ‘gift to ‘Forsake 
Me Not.’

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Weird world of collectors 


GERD HEIDEMANN concedes 
that buying Hermann Goering’s riv- 
er yacht, the “Carin LI.” was prob- 
ably his undoing. 

The former Stern magazine repor- 
ter bought the boat, replete with 
gold-plated faucets in its bathrooms 
anda double-width toilet seat for the 
corpulent Nazi leader's posterior, in 
1973 for $55,000. During the next 
decade he poured ten times that 
much into the vessel in order to keep 
it afloat. 

Though Heidemann’s ownership 
of the vacht kept him permanently in 
debt, it also introduced him to an 
array of former big-time Nazis, ex- 
SS generals and collectors of so- 
called “tangible history” of the 
Third Reich. Indirectly it also trig- 
gered one of the biggest hoaxes in 
journalistic history: Stern maga- 
zine’s purchase, for $4m.. and pub- 
lication last vear of Adolf Hitler's 
fake diaries. 

Heidemann, 52. the reporter who 
claimed to have “discovered” the 
“diaries.” is now on trial in Ham- 
burg along with Konrad Kujau, 46, 
the Stuttgart commercial artist and 
antiques dealer who freely confesses 
and proudly boasts that he counter- 
feited all 60 volumes of them. Both 
men are charged with fraud. 

Whatever the trial has revealed 
about Heidemann and Kujau or the 
practice of chequebook journalism. 
it has thrown a sharp light on the 
weird world af collectors of Nazi 
memorabilia in which both men 
moved. 

Both Heidemann and Kujau were 
collectors. 

Among his other “treasures” ,be- 
sides the yacht, Heidemann counts a 
sketch of Hitler's mistress Eva 
Braun showing her “nude from the 
back™ and the pistol with which the 
Nazi Fuehrer reputedly committed 
suicide in the Reich Chancellory 
bunker in Berlin. 

Kujau’s “gems” included uni- 
forms that belonged to Hitler. Goer- 
ing. Heinrich Himmler and Field 
Marshal Ervin Rommel. 


THE CRAZE is by no means res- 
tricted to Germany. On the con- 
trary, some of the biggest and richest 
collectors are in the U.S. and Great 
Britain. Among the “kings” are 
Keith Wilson. 56, an Independence. 
Missouri lawyer: Dr. Donald Dies- 
telhorst, 41. a Chicago physician: 
and 79-year-old Lord Bath. who has 
turned the library of his country 
mansion. Longleat. into a private 
museum of swastika flags. stan- 
dards. Hitler busts and other Third 
Reich trinkets. 

‘What some consider a mania and 
others defend:as an-“‘innocent: hab- 
by" is at any rate a big and lucrative 
business. At a recent auction in 
Munich. where one of the world’s 
largest “militaria” specialty houses. 
Hermann Historica Co.. is located. 
$100,000 worth of Nazi era objects 
came under the hammer in a couple 
of hours of lively bidding. 

Among the objects sold: the cer- 
tificate awarding Major General 
Bruno von Hauenschild an oak leaf 
cluster to his Knight's Cross, signed 
by Hitler and valued at $6,500: a 
pen-and-ink sketch by Hitler of a

Ail other objects 
with swastikas or other Nazi symbols 
on them ~ caps. helmets. uniform 
jackets. armbands. flags. daggers. 
trophies. to name but a few of those 
in circulation — are considered con- 
traband if used for propaganda pur- 
poses or public display other than in 
collections officially certified as “‘sci- 
entific and historical.” Violations 
are punishable by up to three vears” 
imprisonment.

THERE'S hardly a city in the coun- 
try without at least one antique or 
junk shop selling Nazi medals and 
badges in an obscure comer of its 
display window or under the scratch- 
ed and dusty glass of some counter. 
One in Munich has found a fig-leaf 
solution to the legality problem. It 
discreetly pastes price tags over the 
swastikas. Another store. only a few 
doors away. known for one of the 
largest collections of Third Reich 
junk, insists stanchly that all items 
are for lending only — “to theatres 
and movie compunies:*” 


Wolfgang Hermann of Hermann 
Historica maintains that “all our 
buyers are either museums or pri- 
vate individuals who are building up 
collections of contemporary his- 
tory.” 


Four years ago. however, investi- 
gators of the Munich prosecutor's 
office raided the Hermann auction 
house and impounded its list of deal- 
ers. suppliers and customers. Subse- 
quently the homes and shops of 80 
dealers were searched. A dozen of 


them were eventually tried and sent- 
enced to token fines. 

Only once has a West German 
court meted out a heavy fine. That 
was in 1977 in Lueneburg where 
Lothar Hartung. a dealer in Nazi 
objects and member of the radical- 
rightist National Democratic party. 
was dunned $2.500 for “using. dis- 
playing and distributing” Nazi insig- 
nia. Hartung has since moved his 
operation to Austria. where there 
are no such restrictions on his trade. 
and reputediv does most of his busi- 
ness with collectors ia the U.S. 

Ironically, it was in the U.S. and 
due to Americans that the whole 
craze got started. GIs collected the 

gaws. kitsch, insignia and uni- 
forms of the Nazi era as trophies.. 
They scoured the countryside on the 
lookout for SS daggers. swastika 
flags. and countless other souvenirs 
of the Third Reick. The rush to 
collect was so great that the supply of 
genuine items was soon exhausted. 
and enterprising Germans began 
flooding the market with fakes and 
counterfeits, replicas and copies. 

To this day replicas and copies 
play an important role in the collec- 
tors’ world. They are made legiti- 
mately by several of the companies 
in Austria and Germany that manu- 
factured medals. badges and uni- 
form insignia during the Third Reich 
and are still in the insignia and 
medal-making business today. 

Among them are A. and E. Adler 
Co. and Deschler and Son. both of 
Munich, who possess original molds 
and make copies which they sell as 
such. identifying them with a current 
hallmark. 

“Copies and counterfeits have 
considerable value too.” says Fritz 
Stiefel. 66. a West German collector 
who now concedes ruefully that he 
may be the owner of the world's 
biggest collection of Nazi and Hitle- 
rian fakes. His principal supplier 
over many years was none other than 
Stuttgart dealer Konrad Kujau. 

In fact, it was through Stiefel that 
Stern magazine's Gerd Heidemann 
was initially introduced to Kujau and 
tempted by the tale of Hitler diaries 
allegedly flown out of beleagured 
Berlin’in the waning days of World 
War II abroad a transport plane that 
crashed near Dresden in what is now 
East Germany. 

As Heidemann began delivering 
the mysteriously recovered ‘“‘di- 
aries” to Stern magazine's offices in 
Hamburg in 1982 and early 1983, 
editors of course insisted on check- 
ing their authenticity. Original Hit- 
ler documents being rare. since the 
Fuehrer put little in writing. Fritz 
Stiefel's collection was used to com- 
pare scripts andsiguatures. - ... 

Handwriting experts left no doubt 
that the penmanship of the “diaries” 
was identical to that of the Hitler 
letters and documents that Stiefel 
owned. 

They were originals, alright. Ori- 
ginal Konrad Kujau. 

Does Stiefel feel duped? ““Not at 
all,” he told the court. “Herr Kujau 
is probably the most talented coun- 
terfeiter in the world. The many 
works of his that I have in my 
collection will surely rise in value 
over the next few years.”

So was Indian democracy a creation of the British, be- 
queathed to the English-educated Hindu elites who took over 
the country and have ruled it since independence in 1947, 
shortly before Israel won its own independence. 


IF ONE believes the public opinion 
polls in the U.S., the long-awaited 
presidential election on Tuesday is 
all but over.

Neither was an easy task. The second most populous country ἡ 
in the world, with over three quarters of a billion people.

These differences are further criss-crossed and aggravated by 
deeply imbedded religious divisions between Moslems and 
Hindus and other religious groups and by primordial segmenta- 
tion into castes among the majority Hindu population. 

The maintenance of India’s political unity and the incorpora- 
tion of aver 500 princely states into its modem framework was 
fargely due to the political genius of its first Prime Minister. 
Jawaharlal Nehru. the father of Indira Gandhi. 

Indira. a domineering personality who brooked no opposi- 


may even capture a majority in all 
50 states — something no one has 
done in U.S. history. “It has all the 
earmarkings of a landslide.” one 
Reagan-Bush campaign official pre- 
dicted. “This may turn out to be a 
more impressive victory than the 
Richard Nixon defeat of George

ONE RESPECTED political 
analyst familiar with polling in the 
U.S. and Israel noted the much 
smaller percentage of “undecided™ 
voters in the U.S. than in Israel on 
the eve of their respective contests.

Just before the July 23 election in

was a consequence of the frenzied Sikh emotions unleashed by 
her hard-handed policy that was intended to nip in the bud what 
she saw as an incipient movement of Sikh separatism. 

In her drive to shore up India’s unity and to strengthen the 
power of her central government over the competing political 
claims of the state governments and separatist national and 
linguistic movements, Indira was prepared to compromise 
democratic procedure.

The majority Congress Party has dutifully selected Rajiv 
Gandhi to succeed his mother. What is far from certain is 
whether the 40-year old neophyte politician who was thrust into 
politics only four years ago. has also inherited his mother’s 
political talents and her charismatic hold over hundreds of 
millions of Indians. 

The challenges to post-Indira India will arise in both fields: 
the ability to keep India united in the face of growing separatist 
sentiment: and to keep it democratic. ᾿ 

The challenges to India's unity will have important interna- 
tional! implications. 

The British raj. when it carved out modern India in the last 
century made sure to separate it by a narrow mountainous 
corridor from the imperial designs of Tsarist Russia to the 
north. In the past five years, however, the Tsars’ Soviet 
successors have occupied much of the buffer state of Afghanis- 
tan. 

Any attempt by the Soviet Union to exploit fissures in India 
would immediately invite Chinese and U.S. responses. There- 
fore. with Indira Gandhi's removal a new arena for big-power 
conflict has emerged. —

In this connection, the Democrats 
are looking for support from Hispa- 
nics. Jews, farmers and the poor. 
There would have to be a massive 
voter turnout. Good weather around 
the country. therefore would be 
good news for Democrats. 

Under the complex electoral col- 
lege system, a candidate need not 
necessarily win a majority of the 

vote to win the election. 

The fact is that if a candidate can 
win the eight largest electoral college 
states, he can become president even 
if he loses all of the other 42. 

But that quirk is an extremely long 
shot -- ἀπά the Mondale people know 
it. They are still hoping and pushing. 
Richard Cohen, the New York pub- 
lic relations man who has served as 
the Mondale-Ferraro campaign's 
liaison to the Jewish community, was 
predicting success earlier this week.

Since Mr. Segal raised the ques- 
tion of Mr. Netanyahu's “Israeli- 
ness," it is appropriate to mention a 
few more facts to set the record 
straight. Mr. Netanyahu served for 
five years in an elite combat unit of 
the IDF. As an officer, he led many 
operations, was wounded in action, 
received a special citation for out- 
standing command, and fought in 
the War of Attrition and the Yom 
Kippur War. In fact, be is the first 
Sabra Ambassador to the UN, but 
obviously such biographical details 
should not be considered prere- 
quisites for successful foreign set- 
vice. as the distinguished record of 
all our previous UN ambassadors 
amply demonstrates.

IF REAGAN is going to win in a 
landslide. it should become quite 
obvious by early Tuesday night. The 
television networks will be making 
their predictions based on precinct 
polling throughout the day. How 
Mondale does in the East - even 
before the polls close on the West 
Coast — wil} be an indication of his 
prospects elsewhere, where his base 
of support is thinner. 

The presidential contest. while 
certainly the most important. will 
not be the only race on Tuesday. 
One-third of the seats in the 100- 
member Senate and all 435 seats in 
the House of Representatives will be 
up for grabs. Several are extremely 
important for Israel and its suppor- 
ters. - 

Israel's strongest base of support 
in Washington traditionally has 
come from Capitol Hill. It is there 
that additional billions in econumic 
and military assistance — beyond 
administration-recommended levels 
— have been appropriated. And it is 
Congress which so very often has 
issued statements and passed legisla- 
tion that dramatically -- and usually 
positively -- reshaped U.S. policy 
toward Israel and the Arab world. 

jally in the area of arms sup- 
plies. Here, therefore, are some of 
the more significant races to observe 
Tuesday night: . -.- 
Ὁ Minnesota and Michigan. Two 
Jewish senators, both very pro- 
Israel, are seeking reelection -- Re- 
publican Rudy Boschwitz in Minne- 
sota and Democrat Carl Levin in 
Michigan. Boschwitz faces Joan 
Growe, a state office-holder who is 
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also pro-Israel but jargely untested. 
The senator is chairman of the Fore- 
ign Relations Subcommittee on the 
Middle East. where he has been a 
staunch defender of Israel. His de- 
feat would represent a real setback. 
Levin is being challenged bv former 
astronaut Jack Lousma. a Reagan 
Republican. Boschwitz and Levin 
are favoured in the polls. but not by 
much. 

QO North Carolina and Illinois. 
These two senatorial campaigns 
have generated intense interest in 
the American Jewish community. 
Large sums of campaign contribu- 
tions have been raised among Jews 
to unseat Republican senators Jesse 
Heims in North Carolina. an arch 
conservative who has almost always 
voted against Israel. and Charles 
Percy in Mlinois, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations commit- 
tee. who occasionally has angered 


Israel by his votes in favour of arms ᾿ 


sales to Saudi Arabia and his state- 
ments critical of various Israeli deci- 
sions and actions. 

In North Carolina, Helms’ oppo- 
nent is the popular Democrat. Gov- 
ernor Jim Hunt, a strong supporter 
of Israel. Percy is opposed by Demo- 
cratic Congressman Paul Simon. 
also a consistent friend. Enormous 
sums of money have been spent in 
both states and the polls, again. 
show extremely tight contests -- “too 
close to call.” 

Ὁ Tennessee, lowa and West Virgi- 
nia. Democratic Congressman 
Albert Gore, Jr. is expected to cap- 
ture retiring Senate majority leader 
Howard Baker's seat in Tennesee. 
Gore. opposed by former Republi- 
can state senator Victor Aske, is 
very close to the Jewish community

In lowa, canservutive Republican 
Reger Jepsen is fighting for hus poli- 
tical survival against Democratic 
Congressman Tim Harkin.

In West Virginia. Democratic 
Governor Jay Rockefeller is ex- 
pected to defeat his Republican 
opponent, businessm2n Jobn Raese.

His 
likely presence in the Senate will be 
welcomed hy Israel's friends. 

Many other pro-Israel senators 
are expected to win re-election. in- 
cluding New Jersey's Bill Bradley. 
Delaware's Joe Biden, Rhode I+ 
land's Claibome Pell. and Ataba- 
ma’s Howell Heflin -- all Democrzts. 
At the same time, two Israeli critics- ΤΙ 
Republicans Mark Hatfield of Ore- 
gon and Jim McClure of idaho - are |! + 
also expected to win. 

“On the whole. prospects are 
good for the next Congress being 
even more positive on [srael-related 
issues than before,” said Morris J. 
Amitay, a former executive director 
of the Amerivan Israel Public Affairs 
Committee. the pro-Israeli lobbying 
organization in Washington. Others 
involved in the struggle agreed. and 
given Israel's greater economic. 
military and political needs. ths 
could prove crucial in the coming 
legislative battles. 
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
